 6 mediation and negotiation; and
 7 (c) Community outreach.
 8 (2) The education ombudsman may not be an employee of any school

11 NEW SECTION.  Sec. 6.  (1) Neither the education ombudsman nor any
12 regional educational ombudsmen are liable for good faith performance of
13 responsibilities under this chapter.
14 (2) No discriminatory, disciplinary, or retaliatory action may be
15 taken against any student or employee of any school district, the
16 office of the superintendent of public education, or the state board of
17 education, for any communication made, or information given or
18 disclosed, to aid the education ombudsman in carrying out his or her
19 duties and responsibilities, unless the same was done without good
20 faith or maliciously.

32 of this act by bill or chapter number and section number, is not
33 provided by June 30, 2006, in the omnibus appropriations act, section
34 2 of this act is null and void."
